ICC, Fulton partner 
in major sidewalk project 


Staff Reports 

Itawamba Community College and 
the City of Fulton have announced the 
awarding of $1.1 million in Federal 
Transportation Alternative Program 
funds from the Mississippi Depart- 
ment of Transportation for sidewalk 
installation along West Main Street. 

ICC and the City of Fulton will be re- 
sponsible for 20 percent of the total as 
well as professional engineering fees, 
according to John Wayne Harris, di- 
rector of projects and energy manage- 
ment systems. 

The sidewalk will be constructed 
along West Main Street and will begin 
in downtown Fulton east of the Fulton 
Telephone Company and continue to 
the trailhead, Harris said. Another sec- 
tion will be installed from West Main

along Stadium Drive and end at the 
Access Road. 

Pushbutton crosswalks at Stadium 
Drive and in front of both Sheffield 
Hall and the new ICC residence hall 
will help ensure the safety of college 
students, pedestrians and the residents 
of Fulton. In addition, the project will 
feature LED decorative post-top lights 
to provide well-lit pathways to pro- 
mote student and visitor safety. An- 
other benefit is better access to ICC’s 
Band Hall, which is utilized as a safe 
shelter for the City of Fulton as well as 
activities at the stadium area and Davis 
Event Center, Harris said. 

“This project is a perfect town-and- 
gown partnership that will aid all of 
our ICC family in the day-to-day move- 
ment across our main campus as well 


as the larger community of Fulton,” 
said ICC President Dr. Jay Allen. “This 
much-needed sidewalk provides safe 
paths linking our campus to downtown 
and the waterway as well as an oppor- 
tunity for more visible crosswalks and 
significant lighting upgrade.” 

“The Fulton Board of Aldermen and 
I would like to thank Dr. Allen and his 
staff, MDOT and Rep. Donnie Bell for 
making this project possible,” said Ful- 
ton Mayor Barry Childers. “We’re so 
pleased to have approval of this project 
to ensure the safety of our ICC stu- 
dents, local citizens and visitors. Work- 
ing together is the key to ensuring 
more efforts such as this to better our 
city for everyone. The initiative will in- 
crease the curb appeal in our down- 
town, which will help to draw more 





people to the Tenn-Tom Waterway to 
enjoy the walking trail and attract ICC 
students and faculty to our downtown 
businesses. We look forward to future 
projects to further enhance the beauty 
of our wonderful city.” 

TA funds are federal transportation 
dollars that are for non-roadway types 
of improvements such as sidewalks, 
multiuse paths, pedestrian lighting 
and traffic calming. The funds flow 
through the MDOT Local Public 
Agency, LPA programs leverage local 
investments with federal funds for in- 
frastructure improvements to enhance 
the quality of life for residents 
throughout Mississippi. 

Construction is expected to begin in 
early 2022.

All schools should always en- 
sure that the safety of their stu- 
dents is foremost in everyday 
activities as well as in its planning. 

Therefore, itis imperative that 
Itawamba Community College 
students, faculty and staff know 
what to do in case of an emer- 
gency, said Dr. Brad Boggs, dean 
of students. 

Emergencies can include such 
events as active shooters, torna- 
does, chemical spills or any event 
that would affect any college loca- 
tion. 

Boggs said that “ICC is very safe 
at all three locations,” Fulton, Tu- 
pelo and Belden. 

The three locations are consid- 
ered “open campus,” which means 
that visitors, students and faculty 
can come and go as they please. 

Boggs noted that pre-COVID, 
mock drills were scheduled at all

of ICC’s locations to ensure that a 
viable plan was in place. 

With the College’s transition to 
virtual learning last spring, it has 
been difficult to schedule the 
drills, but that doesn’t mean that 
planning isn’t continuing. 

“Drills are designed to keep the 
emergency procedures fresh in 
everyone’s mind so that everyone 
will know how to respond in case 
of emergency,” Boggs said. “Every 
student needs to know these 
drills, especially to allay their 
fears during nervewracking situa- 
tions.” 

Additional safety precautions, 
Boggs said, include regular fire 
drills in the residence halls. “Due 
to a COVID year and guidance 
from the CDC and Mississippi 
State Department of Health, the 
emergency mock drills have been 
paused, but ICC does everything 
possible to ensure the safety of its 
family.”

Boggs said that emergency pro- 
cedures are published on the ICC 
website, www.iccms.edu; posted 
in classrooms and office buildings 
and alerts are sent via email or 
cellular devices. 

“A good thing about emergency 
plans,” Boggs said, “is that they 
are adaptable. No drills are per- 
fect. So, when we do those drills, it 
helps us fill in those holes and ad- 
just so that way, we are better 
prepared. Sometimes in life, we as 
humans are faced with situations 
when we do not know how to 
react. We tend to panic. When you 
are used to something and adjust 
to it, you will begin to get used to 
that routine.” 

And that’s how it is at ICC. 
Once students, faculty and staff 
are faced with a real emergency, 
they'll know how to react because 
of practice. 

After all, it’s said that practice 
makes perfect.

ICC President updates 
budget status

It’s nearing the last of April, 
and the Mississippi Legislature 
has adjourned. 

It’s now time for entities that 
depend on appropriated funding 
to strategize. 

According to ICC President Dr. 
Jay Allen, the budget for the 2021- 
22 fiscal year isn’t much different 
from the 2020-21 budget. 

Allen said that the budget is 
built around the state’s revenue 
from the previous year and full- 
time student enrollment. 

Although the budget has yet to 
Miss.

College has a good idea of what 
the budget will look like, Allen 
said. 

There were no large increases 
in the state’s revenue, according to 
Allen, so there will be no large 
budget increases. 

Since money was allotted for a 





one percent pay raise, following 
many years of the state’s not pro- 
viding a pay increase for commu- 
nity colleges, ICC’s leadership will 
begin working to formulate a pay 
plan that fits the budget and re- 
wards its employees. 

Last year, the CARES Act cov- 
ered most of the COVID-19 ex- 
penses, Allen said, but ICC will 
continue to use budget money to 
protect the health and safety of its 
students. 





In addition, HEERF funds will 
be used to buy personal protective 
equipment and other necessary 
items to ensure the safety of all 
members of the ICC family. 

The renovations, repairs and 
capital improvement budget and 
bond have not changed from the 
previous year. 

One major change to the 
budget, Allen said, has been the 
addition of the Career Technical 
Advantage Program to be used for 
the vocational and trades classes. 
The money will be used to main- 
tain, grow and sustain the career 
education programs, Allen said. 

In addition, Miss. Rep. Donnie 
Bell is trying to make the Career 
Tech Advantage program a per- 
manent addition to the budget, 
Allen said. 

“ICC continues to work for a 
balanced budget each year to truly 
support the efforts of the College,” 
Allen said.
